The plumbers of Lancaster, Pa., after 
a three years’ struggle to obtain an ad- 
vance of wages, have at last been suc- 
cessful, the new scale accepted by the 
master plumbers giving the men 60 
cents an hour, an advance of 15 cents, 
The advance was granted to keep many 
of the men from going to Hog Island 
‘to work.
